To  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  - Governor  in 
Council: 

The  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of 
Railways,  British  Columbia,  has  recommended  that 
on  all  open-door  bridges  of  railways  constructed 
and  operated  under  “ special  Acts  ” of  tlie  Legis- 
lature of  the  I’rovinee  of  P>ritish  Columbia,  or 
incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Railway 
Act,”  there  shall  be  laid  between  the  running  rails 
of  the  track  two  (2)  guard-rails  extending  fifty 
feet  (50')  at  least  beyond  the  ends  of  every  bridge, 
fully  spiked  to  every  tie,  spliced  at  every  joint, 
and  fully  bolted,  and  so  placed  in  reference  to  the 
track-rails  that  a derailed  train  will  strike  the 
guard-rail  without  striking  the  outside  guard- 
timber. 

The  guard-rails  shall  not  be  more  than  one  inch 
(1")  less  than  the  height  of  the  running  rails. 

The  guard-rails  may  run  to  a frog-point  where 
there  is  no  electric  automatic  interlocking  system. 
In  the  latter  case  the  ends  shall  be  turned  down 
until  the  top  of  the  rail  is  level  with  the  top  of 
the  ties  and  not  connected  in  any  way. 

And  whereas  the  undersigned  has  issued  a certifi- 
cate of  approval  in  this  regard. 

Begs  to  recommend  that  his  action  be  approved 
by  Order  in  Council  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  7 of  the  “ British  Columbia 
Railway  Act,”  R.S.B.C.  1911.

The  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  date 
the  12th  Alarch,  1913,  submits  that  sale  was 
made  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  .lames 
Gadsden  at  the  rate  of  .$1  per  acre,  subject  to 
reclamation  conditions,  of  a tract  of  marsli  land 
in  Township  28,  Range  22,  west  of  the  5th  mer- 
idian, in  the  Railway  Belt  of  British  Columbia, 
and  being  iiarts  of  Sections  10,  17,  20,  and  21, 
lying  between  the  Canadian  I'acific  Railway  on 
the  east  and  the  Columbia  River  on  the  west, 
comprising  an  area  of  033.4  acres : 

The  Minister  states  that  in  connection  with  the 
sale  Mr.  Gadsden  paid  into  the  Department  of  the 
jnterior  the  sum  of  .$072.02 : 

'Phat  Mr.  Gadsden  has  done  very  considerable 
work  l)y  way  of  the  construction  of  ditches, 
channels,  and  flood-gates,  and  inspections  of  the 
same  have  been  made  by  officers  of  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  and  it  is  reported  that  the  enter- 
prise was  a particularly  difficult  one  owing  prob- 
ably to  the  centre  of  the  marsh  being  below  the

'By  subsection  (b)  of  section  38  of  “Regula- 
tions for  the  Survey,  Administration,  Disposal, 
and  iManagement  of  Dominion  Lands  within  the 
Forty-mile  Railway  Belt  in  the  I’rovince  of  British 
Columbia,”  of  the  17th  September,  1889,  power  was 
delegated  to  the  Governor  in  CViuncil,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  .Minister  of  the  Interior,
